FARMER INSTITUTE 


AT CURWENSVILLE 
A PROFITABLE ONE 


The Farmer's Institute held in the 


Susquehanna Grange Hall at Curwens 
ville yesterday was well attended and 
the sessions were both interesting and 
instuctive. About one hundred persons 
attended the afternoon session and ap- 
proximately the same number in the 
evening. 


At the afternoon session John C. 


Porsythe gave a very good talk on 
"My experience as a Dairy Farmer." 
Mr. Forsythe said that in order to get 
the best results it was necessary to 
to keep farm accounts and record of 
each individual cow, showing the am- 
ount of milk each cow gives and the 
amount of feed consumed. 


Hon. Peter Gearhart spoke regard- 


ing the centralization of the 
rural 


schools and said there were a great 
many objectionable features to it for 
this section, but in level, country and 
more thickly populated sections the 
central school idea was a very good 
one. His chief objections to the plan 
was the long walks and, long rides in 
cold weather and over rough roads. 
Mr. Gearhart also made a comparison 
between the work of the deepartment 
at Harrisburg under Dr. Finnegan 
and similar work in five other states 
and showed that with approximately 
one-third as many employes these ot'n 
er states were ranking above Pennsyl 
vania in educational work.
